REFUSES TO COMMENT 
Fargo, Sept. 22.—L. B. Hanna, today appointed receiver 
of all closed banks in North Dakota, stated he had received 
no offlciiti notice of the appointment and that he would mahc 
no comment upon the proffered appointment at this time. 


Following a conference here with members of the state 
supreme court Judge Cooley of Grand Forks filed today an 
order in the Burleigh 
county district court appointing 
Former Governor L. B. Hanna receiver of some 81 closed 
banks in the state of North Dakota with resources and 
liabilities aggregating several millions of dollars. 
Mr. 
Hanna has not yet accepted the post, 'but a decision is ex­ 
pected from him as soon as he can be notified officially of 
the appointment. 
Upon motion of Attorney General 
Sha^r, Gov, Hanna was appointed 
by Judge Cooley who some weeks 
ago was appointed by the supreme 
court to hear and pass upon all af­ 
fairs of closed banks. 
All acts of 
Judge Cooley under the law are sub­ 
ject to supervision of the 
supreme 
court whose members have not deem­ 
ed it advisable to appoint a special 
commissioner under the act. 
Governor Hanna is to qualify un­ 
der a $60,000 bond and to take over 
all books, manage and close up banks, 
liquidating them and taking steps to 
protect the interests of depositor» 
and to secure the best settlement of 
the affairs of these .institutions. 
His salary and otner details under 
the order ars-tn be subject to Judge 
Cooley’s'approval and alsy subject to 
the supervisary control of the

Governor Hanna was 
formerly a.

INCREASEGENERAL FUND LEVY 


According to a statem ent given 
out by the Stato Tax Department to­ 
day, a fte r the adjournm ent of the 
State 
Board of 
£quaIiz:ition, 
the 
1923 state general fund levy is de­ 
creased $780,498 as compared 
with 
the year 1922. The state bond inter­ 
est fund levies arc increased $84,­ 
791, and the total levy for all state 
purposes, 
including 
the 
soldiers' 
bonus and homebuilders' association 
deficit tax fund levy, is decreased 
$766,071, as compared with 1922. The 
total levy for all state purposes in 
1922 amounted to $4,762,268. 
The 
total levy for all state purposes in 
1923 amounts to $3,996,197. 
The decrease in the state general 
fund levy in the year 1923, is a re­ 
sult of decrcasd apprnpriations as 
made by the'1023 legislative assem­ 
bly, supplemented by vetos of 'Gov­ 
ernor Nestos. 
The 1923 legislature 
made a m aterial 
decrease in 
the 
amounts 
appropriated for 
gcnei^I 
state purposes, and the governor ve­ 
toed $570,465 of the amounts appro­ 
priated by tho legislative assembly. 
This resulted in a net 
decrease in 


the general fund appropriations of

The total net assessed valuation

AT WORK ON PLAN 
While no announcement has been forthcoming from 
Washington it is known that the cabinet is studying closely 
agricultural conditions and seeking some remedial course 
through legitimate sources. 
It .seems pretty well .settled 
now that an extra session can be of no real assistance in. 
the present economic crisis. 
Farm organizations differ 
sharply upon methods to be followed and just how the gov- 
ci-nment can help is still a mystery. 
People have Income 
so used to running to the government with every problem 
that the functions of every department have multiplied, but 
the net results have been unavailing in any permanent relief 
for a situation that is purely economic and governed largely 
by the immutable laws of supply and demand. 
• 
Here in the wheat section governmental action cannot 
force a bumper crop nor can it compel farmers to abandon 
slovenly and unbusinesslike methods. 
Expansion of credit 
through guaranteed prices and other subterfuges so dear 
to the heart of the politician will get the farmers nowhere 
except deeper into debt and a very considerable percentage 
are beginning to realize that the political dopester is not th*^ 
miracle man he has represented himself to be. . 
Those .sections that have diversified for years are not 
.'suffering today. Payday comes around every day and the 
banks whose doors are closed are not located in sections 
where farmers are milking their herds, have hogs and raise 
x P O f ltr y . 
■* " It is going to be a slow process for some farms to change 
over from the one crop plan. 
Diversify is a choice woid 
■ these days, but it takes coin of the realm and the transition 
. iB^bound to be slow, but the longer the farmer delays taking 
• iKe first steps, modest as they must be, so much longer will 
he be confronted with the situation arising out of a^ failure 
or short crop. Then too even if his crop is normal, he faces 
. low prices because of the, world surplus which guaranteed 
■ prices and national pools cannot obliterate. 
If the present administration can work out some plan 
that will alleviate condjtions well and good, but permanent 
j relief must come from ik thorough revolutionizing of farm 
economics and the putting of agriculture on the same busi­ 
ness plane as other industrial ventures which anticipate some 
of the conditions the farmer capitalist completely ignores. 


EASY, AFTER ALL 
A new steel arch bridge, connecting our country with 
¡ Canada, will be built across the Niagara Gorge. Not much 
excitement about this, for there already are 13 bridge.s 
nearby. But there’s a real thrill in turning back the pages 
of history and recalling how the first was built, a matter of 
three-quarters of a century ago. 
Engineers were baffled when it came to getting a line 
across the river, though nowadays a flying machine or a 
modified cannon would turn the trick easily.

-In desperation, they called on small lioys to help by flying 
kites. Young Holman Walsh won, his kite landing on the far 
shore. Then the small kite string was used to pull a heavier 
line across the river, followed by a small rope, then a big 
rgpe, finally the necessary steel cables. Passengers traveled 
over in an iron basket attached to the cables. Trips were 
$1,25 apiece. It was a bridge, though hardly worthy of the 
name.

In an age which is calling for per­ 
sonality and reverence for Christ, 
and bemoaning the dead avearge of 
manhood. Rev. Mr. Llwyd asserted 
that the passionate hunger for life 
existing everywhere h»» it« fulfill­ 
ment in Him close at hand. 
“The age is full of latent religi­ 
ousness, yet this yearning stands un­ 
related to the church, it is indivi­ 
dualistic, not sensible of its corpor­ 
ate implications,” the speaker said. 
“The church is challenged in thia 
time of mad erase for 
excitement 
such as it has not been since the 
Crusades. 
There >s a passion 
for 
life, more and folU r. 
Tbla is thi 
explanation of the unrest of labor, 
it is seeking for fuller chance of de­ 
velopment. 
The 
moving 
pictures, 
the speeding motor car, the 
aero­ 
plane, all mean that men is waking 
to the sense of now powers, he ia ' 
craving for more life. 
“Thousands of men in the street 
are seeking something, realising that 
both they and the world need a lift­ 
ing power, yet unable to articulate 
, or to define it in words. 
To 
lead 
the next man as a brother to 
the 
conviction that the church of Christ 
is the true 
home of his 
spiritual 
life, where prayer and worship and 
¡mcrament will feed it and bring it 
to the blossom of service, that is 
the churchman’s mission to satisfy 
this craving.” 
Bnclcground, interpretation and as­ 
piration, the fundamentals of 
the 
artists, roughly can be likened to 
the work of life, continued Rev. Mr. 
Llwyd, the background of which ia 
Christian civilization. 
“This 
background, a

They key 
to the coming era ia to be personal 
service. 
"One of the 
m aater-thoughts of 
our time is the maxim that power is 
the fru it of two* forces, purpose and 
intensity. L ift the idea to the great­ 
est of all levels and It stands re­ 
vealed in the person and work of 
the greateat of all human beings, 
Jesus Christ, in whom the law of 
power through purpose is exempli­ 
fied as never before and whose vi­ 
sion was the most stupendous ever 
made the basis of 
aspiration—the

will of God perfectly done through­ 
out the earth, the spirit of love and 
righteousnesa and truth made uni­ 
versal the reign of genuine Chris­ 
tianity in the world of man.”
